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(54) IMAGE FORMING DEVICE 

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To destaticize electrified charges owing to the 
conductivity of a transfer body itself and to simplify a 
color transfer machine without using a destaticizing 
charger, etc., by forming the transfer body of 
conductive material and setting the attenuation time 
constant of electrified charges on the transfer body 
lower than the rotating period of the transfer body. 

CONSTITUTION: The transfer body 7 composed of the 
endless transfer belt of an image forming device is made 
of conductive material, and a time constant being the 
attenuation constant of electrified charges on the 
transfer body 7 is set lower than the rotating period of 
the transfer body 7. The transfer body 8 is composed of 
plural layers, and includes a part 8a contacting the 
side of a photosensitive drum 1 and a part 8b on the 
side of a transfer charger 5. In the image forming 
device, black or colored toner acts on charged images 
held on a recording medium to convert them into toner 
images, which are then made visible. Then the toner 
images are transferred on the transfer body 7 or 8. In 
such a way, the structure of the color transfer machine, 
a printer, etc., is simplified without using the 



destaticizing charger, etc. 
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
